from the N. OC. Daily News, a suggestion was |’

Order in Council provides that the Statute 
and Cominon Law slall be applicable to 
British subjects in Shanghai, and therefore 
the Directors of the Bank of China could 
form themselves into n Company by comply- 
ing with tho provision of the Act. It may 
not perhaps be known to the writer of the 
letter that one of those provisions is that the 
Hed Office of the Company should be in 
England, and should be there registered. To 
comply with this, the scheme would have to be 
started at home,’and the Board of Directors 
to be there, and consequently the chief 
elunout required, Chat it should be managed 
npou the spot, would be lost. Tn respect to 
tho registration of a Bank of tho kind under 
tho Companies’ Act, it is to be expected that 
the authorities at home would, be careful, 
when the scheme was brought to their notice 
for registration, that’ it did not, practically 
evole the spirit of the Act. Hepecial care 
isulways taken in this respect with regard
